Chairs of 
The m atter of establishing 
Journalism in th e epilogo* is aqain re­ 
vived, and it is now insisted th a t one shall 
be m aintained in ail th e leading U niversi­ 
ties. 
If 
it is done 
th e 
result 
will 
be 
disappointing, 
A 
man 
of 
good 
abilities will learn more of the dutieB and 
responsibilities of journalism in a practical 
new spaper cffics in one year, th an in a 
college in ten years. 
Indeed th e essential 
things cannot be com m unicated in any 
educational institution. 
Journalists 
are 
born, not made. T h at peculiar, unexplain­ 
able observant faculty, th a t adaptability 
to quick and correct m ethods of work, 
th a t natural resource 4th a t supplies every 
emergency w ith a rem edy for its ills, the 
capacity to foresee, th e 
ability to dis­ 
crim inate w hat is and w hat is not news, 
can never be taught in colleges or any­ 
w here else outside of a new spaper office, 
and m uch of it cannot bo there acquired. 
A liberal education is m ost desirable in 
any profession, b u t a man m ay w rite te x t­ 
books about journalism until be is gray, and 
lecture to 
classes 
for 
a life-time 
on 
th e subject, and not one of his pupils 
b3 able to get up a presentable local 
page, or to answ er to the dem ands of 
a city office for a day’s news, condensed 
and presented in readable shape. 
A nd as 
to m aking editors off hand, th a t ia equally 
as absurd. 
N othing short of years of ex ­ 
perience tvSl do th a t w hich tho friends of 
th e new system hope to accomplish ia 
schools. 
B ut we are told th a t the study 
w ill be exemplified by practical w ork upon 
papers published by th e class. T here again 
resides a fallacy, for no am ateur paper is a 
fit school for tho would-be journalist—in 
fact, it ia th e w orst school imaginable, 
sinco it assumes to teach, w here there is no 
responsibility, and the effect is to inspire 
the pupil w ith th e idea th a t ho is fitted for 
real w ork, when in fact he has not taken 
th e first step. 
A nd th e reason for this is. 
th a t no course of stu d y can prepare any 
one for th e peculiar conditions th a t m ost 
surround each paper. 
T here never were 
tw o newspapers alike. 
T here never will 
be tw o papers published under like condi­ 
tions. 
To the outsider it is all b u t im ­ 
possible to explain the m any other reasons 
w hy jonrnalism can never be a scholastic 
study. 
B ut th e attem p t m ay be made ia a 
single instance—th a t of th e m anaging edi­ 
tor. T h at officer on a staff, is one of the m ost 
im portant, and his ability and success 
depend wholly upon natural talent, and 
th e training of experience w hich teaches 
him exactly w hat is for his office a good 
issue, and th at instructs him in the tastes of 
th e public upon which b ü paper is depend­ 
en t for patronage. H e m ust be inform ed as 
to every departm ent of his journal, and be 
an im partial critic for each departm ent. 
H e m ust ad ju st th e difficulties th a t daily 
arise, lubricate the m achinery, fit the 
w orking parts one to the other, stand like 
a rock betw een the “ plant ” and the d e ­ 
partm ents of the paper, and see to it th at 
th e one is not sacrificed to the other. 
H e 
is tho balance wheel in the whole m a­ 
chine, and his a rt is of the kind th a t comes 
from actual experience alone. 
N either do 
we believe th a t reporters can bo m ade in 
colleges, and of all the m achinery of an 
office they are th e m ost im portant. 
A 
paper m ay issue w ithout tb s telegraphic 
and local reporter’s aid, t a t it will not' be 
a neics paper. 
H ow any collegiate course 
is 
to prepare reporters 
is a question 
th e old hands at th e business, who are 
not, 
for th e li e of them , able to tell 
how th ey 
acquired th e skill they pos­ 
sess, cannot understand. 
N or can a news 
editor be m ade by educational processes 


outside of the office. B ut we are w illing to 
adm it th a t there is m ere probability of th a t 
class being prepared th an of any other j 
connected w ith a journal, for in hií case J 
he can be under practical instruction w ith 
other journals before him, and telegraphic 
sheets perhaps for s tu d y ; b u t we would 
give more for tho practiced man who has 
learned w hat constitutes news quality ia a 
practical office in one year of hard knocks 
and all-night work than for a college-bred 
news editor of tw o or three or even five 
years theoretical experience. 
The one and 
overshadow ing reason th at remains why 
chairs of journalism will not answ er the 
purpose for which designed, is th a t they 
never teach the pupil w hat not to say. 
He 
may in school learn m uch directly con­ 
nected w ith the w ork of a man whose AIS. 
goes to print, bu t beyond th a t we do not 
believe th at institutes can fit men for prac­ 
tical journalism as can a good course of 
reading, practical w ork in au office, and 
tho m astership of a shrew d and skillful 
new3 publisher and a corp3 of experienced 


editors.

HOME AND ABROAD. 


The telegraphers of the country are a 
hard-w orking body of men. 
T heir voca­ 
tion is one of the m ost trying character. 
I t testa physical capacity to the utm ost. 
This class of men never have been over­ 
paid by the'corporations employing them — 
th at is, when the short life, lorg hours, 
all-night labors, no rest-day duties of the 
men are taken into consideration, their pay 
has, in the main, been inadequate and their 
tasks exceedingly heavy. 
The people will 
therefore be gratified to learn th a t the em ­ 
ployes have succeeded ia securing from 
their employers b etter term s, so far as 
hours of labor are concerned. 
H ow far 
their claims for reform regarding salaries 
still go, we are not informed, bu t it is safe 
to say th a t there is no danger of the tele­ 
graph companies suffering by means of 
their demands, which are probably reason­ 
able, for the telegraphers are a conserva­ 
tive class and have not been given to com­ 
plaining or extortionate demands. 
The 
chief company of the country, th e W est­ 
ern Union, has averted trouble by conced­ 
ing w hat it says it has long had in con­ 
tem plation. 
I t is difficult to understand 
why there should have been any long con­ 
tem plation about sush coace3eiona as these : 
In all-day Sunday offices nine hours to be 
considered a days’s w ork, and six days is 
to be deem ed a w eek’s work ; for all-night 
offic98, seven hours is to be a full night’s 
w ork, b ut such w orkers m ust p ut in seven 
nights in th e week, 
A ll service in excess 
is to be regarded as extra work and paid 
for as such on the basis of seven hours to 
th e day.

PENNSYLVANIA 
REPUBLICANS. 


C ontrary to the hopes and expectations 
of the Dem ocrats cf th a t State, the lie- 
publican Convention held W ednesday in 
Pennsylvania proved th a t the party it 
represented is in perfect harm ony in all its 
parts,

Congressmen as to tariff' legislation, b ut any 
effort to unify either of the great parties 
on the question of tariff regulation ; any 
attem p t to m ake th e conflicting interests 
of th e country pull together upan a given 
tariff plank, will m eet w ith deserved re­ 
buke and result in complete failure. 


Tub manager of the Central Pacific Railroad has 
certainly put to the Transportation Commissioners 
a question that th:y cannot answer with any degree 
of satisfaction to the reasonable and unprejudiced 
mind. It is in the same line in which we treated 
the subject in the recent debate with the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner. The inquiry is put very pointedly, 
and should cause a pause in the heat of the crusade 
now waged against the lines of transportation. If, 
runs the question, there is to be non-interference 
with the short line roads who3e managers aver that 
they are con-paying, on what considerations of jus­ 
tice can a different policy be pursued toward those 
non paying roads under lease to the Central Pacific? 
Obviously there is ¡no answer to be made to this 
question but cne: “ Your trunk line dees pay, and 
we propose that you shall he punished for your 
thrift.” But the manager of the Central Pacific 
must realize that when politicians have a point to 
make they stand at nothing to attain it. To appeal 
to ihe sense of Justice of the men who aro menac­ 
ing the Transportation Commission is to throw pear’s 
to swine. 
What do they care for the proven fact 
that the proposed uniformity rule is a commercial 
impossibility 1 They propose to make it a political 
certainty, and sacrifice any number of Commission­ 
ers to accomplish i t ; and if the people of this State 
suffer in consequence, they will exhibit ihe most 
stolid indifference, and in excuse resort to the old 
well worn demagogic cry, ** It is at! on account of 
the railroad comorations.”

A Crowded Court-room—Both ffiurdtrers 
Address the Court—Full Text of 
Eurtado’3 Remarks. 


g u t new revicsif priRc Jig; to day í£ JvubJ:

Yesterday morning, long before 10 o’clock, 
the room of Department One of the Sapericr 
Court was crowded by perpla anxious to hear 
Judge Armstrong fix the day for f xecuticg 
the condemned murderer*—Joseph Hurtado 
and Simon Eaten. 
A t exactly 10 A M. Juüge Armstrong to:k 
the bench and the Court was called to ordsr, 
Hurtado had been previously brought into 
the room by tho Sheriff, and was seated be­ 
tween Mr. H art and Mr. June*, his counsel. 
The prisoner looked as though he hid passed 
a sleepless eight. 
The Court a ¿id he had considered the legal 
reasons advanced by counsel why the day 
should not be fixed for carrying tha judg­ 
ment into execution. He was of ihe opinion 
that the verdict of the jury goes to the full­ 
est extent o£ the power conferred on the jury, 
and that prosecution by information is “ due 
process cf law.” He stated tli it the Supreme 
Court of this and several other States had 
decided these point?, and, in a civil c?se, ihe 
Supreme Court c.f the United State;-, hs i de­ 
cided th it a Stato could do away with fc jury 
trial, lh a motion was too latí*, and tho 
Court thought the points w<?r? ra t new or 
important, and therefore the motion would 
be overruled. 
Counsel excepted to the ruling on each 
point, and then asked that the d*y of exe­ 
cution be fixed as f¿r in the future as pn?si- 
ble, It was seated that an appeal would ba 
taken to tbo Supreme Court, and iu the 
event that the day was set far enough off 
the matter might bo decided by the Su­ 
preme Ccurt before the day of execution ar­ 
rived. 
The Court he!3 that ho could not put it 
off longer than tdxty day?. Mr. Jone* then 
stated ¿hat tbo prisoner wished to 


SPEAK FOR HIMSELF. 
Hurtado arose and addressed the Court, Ho 
first a?ked that ihe Court should grant him 
all the time he wished, 
as he had a great 
deal to say. The Court replied that a reason­ 
able time would be allowed. 
The prisoner 
then .-poke for an hour and forty minutes. 
Hi* language was forcii-le, acd delivered 
with much feeling. Sometimes he was quite 
eloquent, at others so pathetic as to bring 
tears to the eyes of many a strong m3n, and 
many 
handkerchiefs 
were used, osten­ 
sibly 
to 
wipe 
away 
perspiration. 
The 
prisoner 
drank 
quite 
freely 
of water during tho delivery of bis ad­ 
dress, and stopped frequently for a moment 
to wipe away a tear or pet a breath. A t the 
conclusion he was entirely exhausted. Dur­ 
ing the delivery 3 profound silence pervaded 
the dennefy-packed room. The address wee 
a masterly effort and will not soon be forgot­ 
ten by tho=e who heard it. 
The following is 
the full text, phonographically reported by 
Win. J. Davis, of 


HURTADO’8 ADDRESS. 
Hurtado—Your Honor, I sincerely regret and I 
am very sorry that the English language which I 
speak 13 not of the best, and I find it almost insuf­ 
ficient to make myself properly understood, so that 
your Honor can fairly and distinctly understand ray 
misfortune. 
Your Honor well knows th at as long 
as I have been in this community I have always 
managed to carry myself in the best m anner in 
which my own sense taught me to, and your Honor 
well knows that the Mexican people have not got 
the advantage of making themselves proper!}’ un­ 
derstood as readily in Ü10 English language as they 
have in their own tongue. This is 


ONE GREAT EMBARRASSMENT 
With me at this present moment, and therefore I 
wish your Honor would take into consideration all 
my poor language and ignorance, because I am a 
Mexican and do not fully and fairly understand the 
English language. 
I find myself entirely incapable 
of 
making 
myself properly understood, 
and 
really 
as 
this 
case 
ought 
to 
be 
under­ 
stood. 
But, nevertheless, your 
Honor, it is 
a battle only for love and home, f* r honor and 
love’s dear sake, for the perpetuation of honor, and 
love for honor, and for the perpetuation of the right 
path to virtue, for the perpetu tion of the sanctity 
and holiness 
of 
our consecrated wedlcck, for 
the defense of my dear family, for tho protccti n of 
their honor, f r our natural rights in this world 
which tho law of God, of man, and of reason, which 
gives us the right to claim for the m o t sacred 
principle, for the m ost sacred cause, for the most 
sacred lig h t existing in the moral history of civil­ 
ized man, which the law of right, and whi .h the 
law of God and of man gives us ihe right t i claim. 
Therefore, I hope your Honor will take all into con­ 
sideration, and I also w ant it understood that I did 
not commit m urder for the sake of any gain w hat­ 
ever, forth© sake of any notoriety, for the sake of 
preserving myself in any way whatever, for the sake 
of reaping any reward or for the slightest thought 
of committing m urder. 
Your Honor, it seems that 
all the time that went by between the tim e in which 
I found the disgrace and my wife’s ruin, her seduc­ 
tion by this cruel, false friend’s 


HORRIBLE TREACHERY AND DECEFTION, 
And up until the very moment of the homicide, has 
all been taken against me. 
It seems th at th at tim e 
has not been considered—th at tim e l-as all been 
turned into crime against me—th at time when 
really 
1 suffered the greatest of pain and bitter 
agony, trying to suppress my sorrow and Eharao 
wuich th at cruel friend had inflicted upon me, ai d 
the whole of my dear family. 
1 forgave that man, 
and I forgive my wife, trying to suppress my 
awful sorrow and shame, and overcome my sad 
misfortune, my great Io-p. 
But it seems that 
th at 
time 
b¿s 
all been taken against me, 
th at small time was not considered, and really I 
gave that man a chance, an opportunity which ho 
really did not deserve, and th it has been the real 
cause of my present sid condition. 
My wife was 
seduced and ruined in the most horrible and shock­ 
ing manner, by that cruel, fa!?e friend, between the 
month© of July and September of tho vo*r 1881, 
and not until the 23th day of November of the same 
year, on the evening of Thanksgiving Day—en the 
very evening 1 hat my dear child was two years of 
age—on the very evening of my dear child’s b irth ­ 
day—did 1 discover tho horrible deception and 
treachery of that cruel, false friend and my wife’s 
ruin. 
That horrible crime and deception was a 
shocking blow to me, and rendered me almost crazy 
with shame and suffering. 
It was not merely the 
deception, and merely the «reachcry, nr.d merely 
the seduction, which drove me crazy and drove me 
wild, but it. was th at cruel treachery, and that de- 
cepton, and th at seduction that was inflicted upon 
my wife, my child and myself, and my ow n flesh and 
blood ; th at ia what drove roe crazy 
nut th at th at 
deception was merely a deception to be heaped on, 
hut it was inflicted upon me, inflicted upon the 
whole of my dear family by th at cruel, treacherous 
man. W hat * rove me to desperation w as the shock­ 
ing and horrible manner in which my wifi* told me 
th at she had been peduced by that cruel, false 
frieud ; which is horrible- it is disgusting to hum an­ 
ity. Also, it was in the cowardly and 


BASE AND DEPRAVED MANNER 
In which my wife told me th at that cruel man had 
attacked her on th at occasion in which he accom­ 
plished 
his base and beastly purpose upon her. 
They are 
blooi-curdling ; 
they are 
horrible. 
Also, il was the 
constant 
torm enting 
me ; 
the constant torture of i t ; the constant keep 
ing me in the very presence of iny wife's seduction, 
the constaut keeping me in the very presence of my 
ruined home, the constant keeping me in the very 
presence of my dear child's ruined future, and the 
constant torm enting me, and the constant Wunting 
an J pestering me with what he had inflicted me, 
with his unpardonable crime 
It was in the horrible 
m anner in which th at cruel man torm ented me 
daily aud every night, aud every day, night or day ; 
also it was tbo constant provoking me and the con­ 
stant torm ent jig me and the constant provocation 
of it and the constaut tantiiixiug m**, the constant 
aggravating me, the conshuit crushing my wife 
down w ith it and the constant preventing me and 
my wife of building up our ruined home, which he 
had 80 cruelly and dastardly m ade; the constant 
preventing of us from suppressing our sorrow and 
shame from the public, to keep it from the columns 
of the daily newspapers and to prevent its being 
aired to the whole wide world. Also the constant pre­ 
venting us of obtaining any more happiness in this 
world, which drove me wild, acd drove me »razy, 
because, from the very moment m y wife made that 
heart-broken statem ent to me, my life was in one 
continued pain, and it was a constant apparition be­ 
fore me. beeaui© th at cruel man would not allow it 
to be extinguished from my heart and my rniud for 
o re stable instant, but constantly kept pursuing and 
kept iJt r me all tho tim e. 
This man, your Honor, 
was 
PURSUING ME SO CONSTANTLY 
That it was eating tho very vital.1 of my life, and 
certainly it was driving me crazy. 
Therefore, I 
hope that my statem ent will not be tedious to your 
Honor, because I intend to rei»eat at least a part of 
my case. Therefore, I pray }ou will take mo into 
consideration, and will listen and give me fcim\ be­ 
cause I need time to express myself and explain my 
case. 
I presum e' th at your Honor well knows that 
there has been a vague rum or floating over this city 
of the most wild charges and assertions having been 
made iu reference to my cose, and these charge? and 
rumors, -incorrect rumors, I m ight call them , have 
been very damaging to the whole cf my dear family 
and myself, because they have been, to a great extect, 
the unhappy cause of my pretent condition. They 
have really been the unhappy cause of my family 
being deprived of their natural rights in this world, 
the unhappy cause of my family being deprived of 
him th at they relied 
upon for their m ainten­ 
ance, their protection and their honor ; deprived of 
1 heir arm of protection, and deprived cf th it aim 
that guarded and shielded them from driffci: g iuto 
tne very dregs uf disgusting degradation ; Mso the 
unhappy cause of myseif being deprived of my fam 
ily, being deprived even of my life, aud B uffering, 
as I have, for their honor. 


MY BLOOD 
MUST 
ATONE FOR THAT CRUEL 
WRETCH, 
And nothing in this world can atone to mo for the 
great wrong and deep Injury which th a t cruel man 
has inflicted u on me and upon the whole of nay 
dear family. 
Tnese great rum ors, false rumors, 
w ithout a glimmer of tru th iu them , are the un­ 
happy cause. 
It eeems th at some pereon or per­ 
sons, and I do not know who they are who circu­ 
lated these rum ors, I do cot pretend to sav, and I 
know th at I am no; trying to indicate anything to­ 
wards a living soul ok this e trth ; but these great, 
incorrect 
rumora, 
these 
fa’se 
rumore, 
have 
prevailed so strongly over this city th z t they 
bare even reached my ears down in the prison 
where I am confined. 
They have managed to circu 
late the impression that I am trying to cover up my 
crime with the honor of m y vrife. 
Your Honor, if 
such a thing would be tru e then 


I WOULD DESERVE NO MERCY WTfATEYER. 
I would not deserve any pity w hatever, c0 sympa­ 
th y w hatever; bu t I would justly and heateUy de 
serve to bs teken down into this vt ry r o u n srd, 
j tarred ar¡d feathered, and then cremated alive 
would be the rich desert for a man th at could be *.-> I 
cowardly, and ¿0 tiastard’y, as to so cowardiv and so i 
treacherously outrage the sanctity aud fcoliawa of 


his consecrated wedlock. 
I am certain th at the 
good and virtuous people of this city would be bet­ 
ter off without such men in their midst. 
I t stings 
me 
to 
the 
very 
quick, and 
it penetrates 
to my 
ven’ marrttw. 
It 
is 
hard 
for 
me 
to conceive how it is th at people can be led to be­ 
lieve me capable of such a dastardly and cowardly 
act. 
It hurt3 me, and I cannot conceive how it is 
th at the people can be led to believe such a thing. 
I have never forsworn myself in my life, nor told a 
lie on the witness stand. 
I have never been ar­ 
rested for perjury, and therefore I cannot conceive 
how it is th at the people of this city can be led 
to believe th at I would even allow the cowardly 
thought to enter my brain, let alone to do the das­ 
tardly aud cowardly thing to my dear wife, tho 
m other of my dear child, to place her honor before 
me to c_reen a m urderer o? the worst dye. 
No, 
your IJ m or, death would be far more preferable to 
me than to take the honor of my wife, or even to 
attem pt a concealment at any h.azard behind my 
wife’s honor. 
All th at I have ever asked my wife to 
do was to tell ths tru th and ehame the devil, and 
never to increase her crime. There was no compul­ 
sion, no intim idating her to take the stand and 
swear as to the tru th of her adultery. 
Therefore, 
your Honor, I want you to consider the m atter, and 
I do not want my statem ent- to become tedious to 
you. 
I want you to listen to me with patience, be­ 
cause I do not know what the lim its or what the 
rights are in a Court-room.

I presuma the people of this city 
have not forgotten the tim e th at 1 risked my life to 
Save th at of my friend and one of our most proui- 
nent and worthy and esteemed citizens of Sacra­ 
m ento when I instantly plunged into the torrent 
of danger, disregarding the instinct of self preser­ 
vation, without a moment’s hesitation, and with the 
help of my God and the divine Providence I saved 
the life of my friend, and I do not regret of my hav­ 
ing not hesitated at ti at moment, which was so 
precious, because I well know that if I should stop 
one single moment it would have made me too late 
perhaps to save my friend's lif*‘. Therefore I do not 
regret of having risked my life at th at time without 
a moment’s hesitation to save the life of my friend, 
because I well know th a t it was for the general 
good and welfare of my dear friends and also for the 
general good and welfare of Sacramento city, for 
more than once I have heard it repeated, “ I wish we 
had a few more citizens like th at m an.” 
I well 
know it was for the general good and welfare of 
humanity, because by my act I then saved the life 
of a man th at was about to m urder him, as 1 am led 
to believe. 
Now, your Honor, I am placing my I f¿ down for 
my dear family, and still I may be looked at With 
contempt, 1 may be looked a t with hate, i may be 
looked at with reproach aud ridicul© when I do ro t 
m erit it, and reaily all tho abhorrence, and all the 
hatred which tí¿at cruel man really deserves, has all 
been cast upon me.

indicate anything toward a living soul on this earth,

And unfortunate condition. 
My God well knows 
th at my rem arks are not prompted by a desire or an 
intent to h u rt the feelings cf a living soul. My God 
v eil knows th a ' I have nothing against a living soul. 
M} God well knows th at I have forgiven all for any­ 
thing th at has been wrong to me or who has talked 
about me calculating to place me in a false position. 
If anybody has attem pted to do me wrong behind 
m y back, and have taken advantage of my unfor­ 
tunate position, they are all forgiven, and I well 
know th at my dear f.unil} will forgive them , for di­ 
rectly my dear family will be the ones to suffer my 
resultB.

That in this condition he wcr.t to the 
city piisoii and endeavcrzd to have his as­ 
sailant arrested, but V7aa refused a warrant.

And called a Cfcincmun by the police officer 
in charge at tha station house. 
That after­ 
wards he was arre&ted and heed for battery. 
That the officers and attorneys at the Court 
seemed to care rothing about the laws or fur­ 
nishing him th© protection he de tired, but 
seemed only desirous to get bold of his money.
